without s paraliel in the records of city orime
for diabolical purpose mnd cooloess and deter-
minklion in carryivg it ouk SBmedick was
ahot in two places—in the right breast and on
the left side of the head, either wound
pemmg probably sufficient to have cansed
death—nnd appears not to have spoken after hio
was shot; at all events, no one was with him to
Bave heard him it he did. Offccr Mee, of the
same precinet, being on post in East Thirty:
pocond street, about seventy-five feet distant
from whete {he aflray occurred, having heard
the shots, was procecding in that direction when
he met Real rouning towards him, pistol in
hand, who, percerving Meo's fntention to stop
him, cried out, “Get out of the way, you —
w—, Or I'll shool you,” firing at the same
gime: then evading the pass Mee made to
ealch hold of bim he dashed off up the
street, the officer, who had notl been struck:
after him in close pursuit. Dashing into an
entry-wuy on Thirty-second street he phseed
1l|rc;llnh to Thirty-third strect, thence up
Becond avenue to Thirty-fourth street, whern
Lie was overtaken by the officer, at whom he
again fired, but, belog po doubt by this time
excecdingly neryous, without effect. Mre then
3mpp1m1 with blm, ¥nocked bim down, and
atterwards conveyed him to the Station Housre.
Ju the meanlime the body of the murdered man
had been brought In, life being entirely extinet
before even the body was removed. All the
indications are that Keal loy in wait for his
wictim, and shot him with preconceived, delibe.
rote intent, He had on two previous oceasions
shot st SBmedick, the last one beivg July 1s
when he fired st him three times. The cause
asgigued for this is revenge upon the officer for
baving arrested him two or three times on &
charge of intoxication, He does not deny the
present shooting and gives us his resson for so
scting that uponthe last oconsion when Smedick
had him to court ke sheved him after o took
bim down stairs,

At 10 o'clock A. M., yesterday, the Jewish

A Demomstration by the Damoecrasy.

Bavrixons, July 24.—The Demooratio rati-
fication meeting in Monument Sguare laat
night was presided over by Hon. Charles E,
Phelps,{and was by no means so large nor so
enthusiastic af might have been supposed.
The banners, transparencies, devices, musio,
and paraphernalis, as & matter of sourse,
drew together large orowds of curiosity seekers
of all ages, sizes, sexes, and colors, including
many Republioans and former Conzervatives
who now go for Grant and Colfax. All the
speaches of eonrse were rampant against what
are called radioals, carpet-baggers, Yankees,
and Republicans.

The negro also gol his share of abuse, as
did Ben. Bautler aud tbe impeachers. There
was nothing pure, and nothing that eonld save
the ocountry, exeept Democraey. All corrup-
tion, all abomination, eto., belonged to the
original and present Union erew. Fortunataly
there were some in the orowd who did not
belleve this, and when Grant was being abused
ihe Boys in Blue could be heard grumbling,
and swearing that they would stand by their
ohieftain who led them to victory, whipped
the Rebels, and, in spite of Democraoy and
traitors, saved the Union. One old soldier,
unable to endure it longer, oried ount, “You
might as well villify General Washington, the
first Father of his Country, as General Grant,
its gecond saviour,”

There is much dissatisfaction in the party
here and serious indications of a split. The
gpeakers and resolutions embodied the nsual
staff incident to such things. It was by no
means & cordial ratification. William B. Reed,
of Philadelphia and numerous others sent let-
ters which were read.

THII STOIRM.

Baltimore in a Flood--Loss of
Men and Horses.

Bavriwons, Jaly 24.—Onpe of the most fear-
ful and destruotive floods ever known in Balti-
more is now prevailisg. The rain descended
in perfect torrents, from 9 to nearly 1 o'olock.
It is still olondy sand raining come, but with
Bigne of clearing. The waters of Jonea' Falls,
which runs through the cemtre of the city,
have ewollen and overflowed the banks on all
sides, from where that stream enters the olty
on the North to where it passes on the South
nto the Basim.

In many places the water near the falls out-
side of the channel is from fifteen to twenty
feet dcep, and up to the first and second story
windows In namerous dircetions, completely
flooding stores, dwellings. warehouses, eto.
Boats are navigating several of the streeta,
In North street, north of Calvert, in the region
of the Northern Central Railroad Depot, the
water is from two to five feet deep. It is also
the same in Holiday, Pleasant, Bath, Gay,
Baratoga, and all other streets in that vicinity.

In Holliday street the water is half way up
to the second story of the eld City Hall, where
the City Council meets, and where the oity
fire alarm and police telegraph is located. The
Holliday Street Theatre is filled over the lower
fioor, and the stage and parquette are literally
under water, The present Mayor's office and
City Collector's office, sitnated on Holliday
and North streets, are also flooded consider-
ably in the lower stories. The foundation of
the new City Hall, fronting on Holliday, Fay-
ette, and North streets, iz also complately
filled, and a perfect flood is rushing through
Harrison end Frederiock streets, acrosa Balti-
mora strest, and down Centre Market Square,
filling all the stores, cellars, etc,

The water is also runniog across Baltimore
street, out of Gay and Holliday, to some depth.
(Gay street bridge is swept away; also some
other bridges higher mup, and the rubbish
odging against the Baltimore street bridge,
driving the water, partially swept il away
also. It canmot possibly stand.

The old gas works on Holliday street are
floeded. The flood has also been very great
in the western part of the city, along Chats-
worth Run and other streams.

All along the falls on either side for some
squares there is a literal floed. Carriages
carts, lumber of all kinds, boxes, barrels, tim
ber, and various kinds of goods and debris are
floating down. At present we cannot tell, but
there i3 mo doubt that many lives, both of
human beings and beaste, have been loat. It
is fearful to contemplate., No one can possibly
estimate the immense amount of damage to
goods, stores, and property of every kind.
From |pregent appearances it may reach mil-
jions of dollars, All the city passenger rail-
way cars have been obliged to stop runding
in conseqnence of the bridges being washed
away. At the present writing the rain has
eeased, but it eeems threatening more, and the
waters are about at a stand still,

Despalch to the Assoclated Press,

Bavrmore, July 24—3 P. M.—<The water
commenced rising a few minutes before 1
o'clock, and rose at the rate of two inches per
minate, and has continned to rise up to this
hour. Calvert street is flooded to Lexington,
within a few feet of Monument Bquare. North
street is flooded almost its entire length, to a
depth of four to eight feet. Holliday street to
Fayette street is flooded, Ford's theatre being
entirely surrounded by water, which ia pass-
lng down Holliday and Baltimore streets. Gay,
Frederiok, and Hanover streets are entirely
submerged.

The water on Jomes’ Falls is several feet
above the bridge, and it is not yet known
whether they have beem =wept away. On
many of the wharves south of I'ratt street
the water is several feet deep. A city pas-
genger car was awept from the track on Gay
street down Hanover ptreet with a number of
passengers in it. The wildest rumors prevail
in regard to the nnmbers drowned, some esti-
matipg the number at seven, others say all
were saved but ons, Mr. Ward, a printer. A
Iarge number of dray horses and some drivers
are lost. There is no communication between
the eastern and western parts of the oity
The water iz sweeping everything beford® it.
There s no communication north by tels.
graph. The flood is the grealest ever known
here.,

THE BALTIMORE FLOOD
An

Immense Destruction of
Property—A Large Loss
of Life.

A vast amount of damage has been done in
all that region. On Pratt street the flood Ig
also high, and the Philadelphia Railrosd track
is covered. It is reported that the flood has
also been terribly severe in the surrounding
country, and especially up Jones' Falls. Some
seven or eight dead bodies are said to have
been picked up, and others dead and alive
descried floating down the stream. It is foar-
ful to anticipate the result, both to human life
and property. Many persons have lost every.
thing in their stores and cellars, and others are
nearly ruined. A large proportion of the suf-
ferers are of the middling and poorer classes.
The horses in several livery stables esoaped
narrcwly.

I have thus only been able to give you a

hasty outline, but fear the reality, when
known, will exceed what I have portrayed.
Intense excitement prevails thronghout the
oity. Thousands of people are out in all direc-
tions. The whole city seems in perfect con
sternation.
§ The real distress and loss of life and destruo-
tion can only be partially approximated when
the flood subsides. Small boats are now being
dragged past where I wiite, at the corner of
North and Baltimore streets, to launch in the
streets below, and aid in saviog life and pro-
perty. The overflow is believed to have been
greatly angmented by the rubbish, lmwber,
and other things lodging against the bridges
and forcing the water back.

Thus far the flood surpasses the great one
of 1835, which I also saw.

Ilearn that the water has gone into the
lower part of Front Street Theatre. The Bal.
timore sugar refinery is likewise much flooded,
As & general thing, the stores in most places
contiguons to the falls are flooded, some to the
gecond story. The flood rose so quickly that
itallowed no time to gnard against it.

Bwan Lake Glves Way, Imereasing the
Fiood

Special Despatoh to the Evening Telegraph,

Bavrsiore July 24.—1 have just learmed
that Swan Lake, seven miles ont on the North-
ern Central Railroad, from which the oity is
guppled with water, has given way, and the
whole of its immense flood has swept down
the valley, carrying away bridges, houses,
factories, and other property. The cars at the
Northern Central Railroad Depot are now
swimming in water, and some persons are in
them. Persons who just arrived from the
cruntry report terrible destruction.

Drowned bodies of men, women, and chil-
dren are frequently being picked up. The
flood also has been very severe on the Wash-
ington Railroad, and the floods did much
damage. Boats are now seen in all directions
in the lower streets, in what used to be called
the Meadows. The dam at Bwan Lake oost
nearly a quarter million dollars. It makes one
shudder to contemplate the dreadful conse«
quences of this awful flood, which are not yet,
at three P. M., half known. The Central
Police Btation is twenty feet in water.

There 1s more than one point of resem-
blinee between the two nations, Love of order
and liberty form tbe busis of pational character
in buth, Both have now their lndependence
through love sirife and many perils, Haviog »
perioual kuowledge of jyour character and
abilities, sir, 1 am churmed that the ehoice of
your Government has fallen upon yoursell s ils
representat ve near me, 1 shall slways receive
you with pleasure, and aw sure thnt my Gove
ernment will basten to enter with you inte
cordial sud intimate relutions,
